Before planting seeds of most Accacias and Many Hicsieos un: they should be 
soaked in water at 140 to 150 degrees above zero(F.) This will soften the hard outer 
layer and quick germination will result, If your seeds have boen planted without 
this hot water treatment and have not germinated within a reasonable timc, hot water 
not over 170 degrees may be poured over the soil where they are planted,. 

Seeds of Clianthus Speciosa require the same treatment,otherwise they will 
not germinate.
